1. Thf. capital liabilities in respect of the advances which have been made under the Liability of the 
“Irish Church Act, 1869,” and various other statutory enactments are fully set forth in p,^j Churdl 
Statement V., page 20, from which it will be seen that the Balances outstanding have in 
the year to 31st March 1897 been reduced from 7,381,566/. 15s. 6d. to 7,106,215/. 18 j. Id. 

These totals are exclusive of the annuity of 20,000/. payable to the Royal University of 
Ireland. It will be noticed that the charges in respect of the Relief of Distressed Unions 
(Ireland) Act, 1883, and Poor Relief (Ireland) Act, 1886, are now extinguished ; also 
that the amount due to the National Debt Commissioners on account of principal of 
the original loan of 9,000,000/. for carrying out the provisions of the Irish Church Acts 
was diminished during the year by the payment of 251,350Z. 17s. 5cL, leaving 
1,074,715/. 18s. Id. outstanding on 31st March 1897. 


2. The Balance outstanding on 31st March 1897 on account of advances made to the Repayment of 
Commissioners of Public Works, under the Relief of Distress (Ireland) Acts, 1880 sioneiVof C publ 
(43 Viet. c. 4, and 43 & 44 Viet. c. 14), was 592,893/. 2s. 5 d., as shown in State- Works, 
ment No. VI., page 20. The arrears uncollected on these loans are alluded to in my 
Report on the Appropriation Account of the Vote for the Public Works Office, 

Ireland (Class II., Vote 37), 1896-97. 


3. Under the Seed Potatoes Supply (Ireland) Act, 1890, the interest on loans to Boards Interest under Seed 
of Guardians for the purpose of supplying seed potatoes to occupiers and cultivators of fi^lnd^Ac/.YsoO 
land in Ireland is charged upon the Church Temporalities Fund. All loans should have 
been repaid at latest by 1st August 1895 as fixed by Section 7 of the Act. It will be 
noticed that a sum of 50/. 10s. lid. has, however, been charged in the account for the 
year 1896-97, for interest, being in respect of outstanding balances of loans made to 
Belmullet and Glenties Unions. I am informed that there has been difficulty inobtaiuing 
repayment of these balances owing to the financial position of the Unions in question ; 
but the Balance due by the Glenties Union 1ms now been discharged, and the Belmullet 
Union debt reduced to 920/. 16.?. 8 d.
